Saloonkeepers Also Organized, 
Will Work for Votes Up 
to Election Day. 





After sweeping through Central and 
Southern Illfnois, what has been aptly 
termed the “battle of the bottle’ -has 
reached the Mississippi. Madison Coun- 
ty, across the river from North St. 
Louis, is experiencing the reform wave 
and a 90-day campaign for the extermi- 
nation of the saloon ig on. 

The pronounced successes at the No- 
vember election led the supporters of 
the Anti-Saloon League to tackle the 
harder propositions, and among the lat- 
ter were considered Madison and St. 
Clair counties, the region running along 
the east side, of the Migsissippi from a 
point a few miles north of Alton to an- 
other point below East St. Louisi 

Both counties contain communities 
where mines, factories and foundries 
play a prominent part and where sa- 
loons in evidence in large numbers. 
The first effort was made at Marissa, in 
St. Clair County, early in December. 

Pians Made for Fight, 

Dr. Frank W. Loy of Effingham, dis- 
trict superintendent of the league, was 
in charge. After organizing in Marissa 
Township and obtaining a working com- 
mittee of seven, Dr. Loy stated in, his 
estimation it would be impossible to 
organize St. Clair County in its entirety

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ty was decided upon as the scene for 
the first battle. 

A county convention was-heid in Ed- 
wardsville on Thursday of this week, 
and to the surprise of the managers, 
the main auditorium of the Courthouse, 
the meeting place, was packed with 
people from all parts of the county. 

Dr. Loy presided, and the Rev. J. G. 
Reynolds of Madison, who several years 
ago led the crusade against the Madison 
poolroom, was temporary secretary. Al- 
most all of the 23 townships were repre- 
sentea, and after the township caucuses 
the convention selected Dr. E. W. Fieg- 
enbaum of Edwardsville, president of 
the Madison County Medical Society, as 
county chairman, and Attorney Nelson 
Ryder of Edwardsville as secretary. It 
was decided to direct the campaign 
from Edwardsville, the coynty seat. 

Petitions Are Circulated.

If lost*at the township 
election the proposition may be resub- 
mitted at the city election. If, how- 
ever, the question carries against the 
Saloons it cannot be submitted again 
for 18 months. If the region goes “wer” 
the “drvs’’ can have another vote on 
the subject at the expiration of 12 
months. If a township is carried by the 
anti-saloon element the saloons in cit- 
jes of that township must close whether 
the city people wish so or not. 

Eighteen counties, mostly in Southern 
Illinois, were carried in November, and 
the league adherents declare they will 
add to the list in April. In these 18, 
28 out of 280 precincts voted straight 
“dry.” The counties so voting were: 
Alexander, Calhoun, Cass, Sdwards, 
Hardin, Johnson, Massac, Menard, Mon- 
roe, Mergan, Perry, Pope, Pulaski, 
Randoiph, Scett, Union, Wabash and 
Williamson. 

Madison County, where the fight is 
concentrated now, has 500 saloons. One- 
quarter of them are outside of corporate 
limits and, therefore, do not have li- 
censes, but are hauled up by the grand 
jury four times a year and fined up te 
S200 each time. 

The saloon keepers have an organiza- 
tion, with legal counsel, and are af- 
fillated with the State body, known as 
the Illinois Retail Liquor Dealers’ As- 
sociation. They have been anticipating 
the coming of the reform wave and are 
going to put up a stiff fight at the elcc- 
tion.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 4.—Washington’s 
social destines rest in the hands of six 
women. 
The President, members of the Sen- 
ate and House, gold-laced diplomats, 
and army and navy Officials, may 
gravely delude themselves with the idea 
that they form the hub around which 
the social wheel revolves. 
But as a matter of serious fact, they 
are only unimpertant spokes. 
six women handle all the delicate 
questions of precedence, determine the 
proper ranking of those who take part 
in the great public functions of the 
nation’s capital. In fact, they form a 
sort -f social Cabinet, with the pos!- 
tions and duties assigned: as follows: 
First, Mrs. Roosevelt, wife of the 
President, first lady of the land, arbi- 
ter in all matters in dispute, given au- 
thority to speak the last word, just as 
her husband has it at gatherings of 
his Cabinet. 
Second, Baroness Mayer des Plap- 
ches, wife of the dean of the Diplo- 
matic Corps. There can be no mistake 
in according her second place, for the 
rights of the representatives of foreign 
nations are very carefully guarded in 
the official life of the capital, and the 
privileges they hold there carry over 
to their wives in society. 
Third, Mrs. Elihu Root, who rates as 
the dominating force among the ladies 
of the Cabinet. Mrs. Root did not earn 
this distinction because of her admitted 
dominating powers and understanding of 
social amenities. Were she much less 
gifted it would still be hers by virtue of 
the fact that her husband holds the 
most important post in the Cabinet, the 
portfolio of Secretary of State, and his 
title shifts over to his wife in her re- 
lation with. the wives of Cabinet mem- 
bers. 

First of Senators’ Wives. 
Fourth, Mrs. Cfiarles W. Fairbanks, 
wife of the Vice-President of the United 


States. By right of her husband's 
pre-eminence over the npper body of the 
national legislature, Mrs. Fairbanks 
ranks all the ladies of the Senate. No 
matter how potential their husbands 
may be in shaping legisiation, they must 
give way to the spouse of the man whom

the American people picked out to pre- 
side over the upper body. 

Iifth, Miss Helen Cannon, the only 
unmarried lady of the sextctte, daughter 
of the Speaker of the House, Joe Can- 
non. If preference went strictly accord- 
ing to power, and not according to a 
fixed system of rank, Miss Cannon 
would rank second to Mrs. Roosevelt, 
for it is a conceded facet that the Ameri- 
can a. agapagy of législation makes the 
Speaker\of the House second only to the 
President in influence. But the jaws of 
social precedence take no account of 
what is actually the condition. Place is 
determined according to the rules, and 
the women kin of the autocrat of the 
House comes after the wife of the com- 
paratively unimportant presiding officer 
of the Senate. 

Sixth in the list comes Mrs. * James 
Franklin Bell, who as wife of the com- 
manding General of Uncle Sam’s mili- 
tary forces is the recognized queen of 
the army. r 


Much Tact Required. 


In the midst of all that can be said 
pro and con as to the abuses that creep 
into our political system, every Ameri- 
can has cause to feel proud of the fact 
that the American woman in public 
place hardly ever falls short of dis- 
charging her social duties with com- 
mon sense, tact, dignity and distinction.

Idol of Soldiers. 

Mrs. Bell knows the practical side of 
army life, for in the old days she un- 
derwent many of the stern hardships 
with her husband. Therefore, she is 
loved by the soldiers and their wives 
as one who knows all that is best about 
the fighter. 

Mrs. Roosevelt’s success as iady of 
the White House has been complete. 
Long before the Rough Rider days, long 
before Teddy left his place as Assistant 
Secretary of the Navy, long before he 
went up San Juan Hill, or to the Gov- 
ernor’s chair in New York, or to the 
vice-presidency, Mrs. Roosevelt had 
demonstrated her understanding of how 
to make a home a real home. The life 
of the future President was ever ideal. 

When the nation’s preference moved 
the family to Washington, Mrs. Roose- 
velt declined to let this hore life be in- 
terrupted.

But the wife 
of the Secretary of State, though quiet 
and retiring, is admirably equipped for 
public life through an extended train- 
ing. The daughter of as blye blood as 
New York knows, she has extended and 
developed her ability during the recent 
years, Which have seen Mr, Root tn two 
important Cabinet posts.

JACKSONVILLE, Fia., Jan. 4.—Will- 
lam James Bryan, the new United States 
Senator from Florida, who was appoint- 
ed by Gov. Napoleon B. Broward to suc- 

ceed the late Senator Mallory, is only 
31 years old and will be the youngest 
Senator. 

In early life he was a cow boy in Seuth 
Florida and studied diligently by night. 

His father was an orange grower and 
a member of the State Senate for years. 

In October, 1899, Senator Pryan came 
to Jacksonville, and went in-with the 
law firm of Barrs & Bryan, with J. M. 
Barrs and N. P. Bryan making up the 
firm. He remained here until December, 
190, and then, going out for himself, 
rented a small office. 

His Werk for Broward. 

The followifg vear he was elected 
County Solicitor of Duval County, and, 
wnen the last gubernatorial campaign 
Was on Napoleon B. Broward, the pres- 
ent Governor, approached him and said: 

“Bryan, if I can’t find an anti-corpor- 
ation candidate to run for Governor of 
Fiorida 1 will do so myself." 

Bryan encouraged Broward to run and 
in the midst of the campaign Broward 
ran out of funds and would not mail his 


literature. Young Bryan heard of the. 


financial embarrassment and assumed 
the financial responsibility himself. 

Bryan had just received a big fee in 
some cattle cases, amounting to several! 
thousand dollars, which he turned over 
to Broward. Proward in turn made 
Rryan his campaign manager. 

Senator Bryan is probably the most 
eloquent man in Florida. As County 
Solicitor he closed all the Sunday Sa- 
l s in Jacksonville and broke up all 
the gambling dens in Duval County. So 
Vigorous has he been in reform work 
that he has been dubbed by press and 

‘people as the ‘‘Folk of Florida.’’

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SCATTERING AND THE SCATTERERS. 

A notable characteristic of much human effort 
nowadays is the disposition to scatter. Concen- 
tratiomw is out of fashion and is irksome. In 
statesmanship and in oratory, in legtures and in 
writing, as well as in preaching and in conversa- 
tion, the rifl> has been superseded by the blun- 
derbuss. Vaudeville is enthroned and the star is 
eclipsed. 

Not long ago a popular lecturer favored St. 
Louis with!'a dissertation on “The Decay of Au- 
thority,” in ~ nich he expressed opinions of more 
or less value upon perhaps one hundred topics 
having no relation whatever to the subject of his 
discourse. Every seat was taken, all standing 
room was occupied and great interest was mani- 
fested, the reporter says, in each new idea. 

Of course, not a new idea was presented. The 
lecture was a mere conglomerate of ideas old, 
ideas exploded :.nd ideas manifestly born in the 
realm of hallucination. It embraced everything 
from miscegenation to celibacy, from art to sav- 
agery, from New Zealand to Nova Zembla, from 
race suicide to race wars, from books to wall 
paper, from labor laws to city councils and from 
social ethics to social evils, with frequent startling 
assertions or .expressions of opinion intended, no 
doubt, by the speaker to give his auditors the 
impression that both he*and they were thinking. 

As this particular scatterer held forth before an 
ethical society we find that there was one new 
idea in the proceedings, but it did not fall from 
the speaker. The audience was led 80 hastily 
from peak to peak of ill-digested thought that on 
several occasions its intellectual gratification 
found expression in uproarious applause. This 
was solemnly rebuked by the presiding officer, 
who, speaking as an admirer of pure ethics, said 
that such demonstrations were “unnecessary and 
shocking.” 

We cannot, agree with him. They were spon- 
taneous tributes to the popularity of the scat- 
terer, even in an assemblage supposably intellec- 
tual. He made no attempt to fix attention upon 
any one subject. He was entertaining not so 
much for what . e said as for the vast variety of 
topics he touchcd. He had a bill.of fare three 
times as long as that ‘which graces the table 
of a big hotel on Christmas day. He did not 
omit a single course. He scattered all over the 
universe. 

This seems to be the tendency of the times in 
the intellectual as well as in the amusement 
world. Thousands are holding their farthing 
candles to the sun and finding delight in the il- 
lumination. Many other thousands, with gaping 
mouths and open eyes and ears are seeing and 
hearing and accomplishing just what scatterers 
from the beginning of time have seen, heard and 
accomplished, and that is nothing. 

We are attempting too many things in these 
days and scattering is becoming a fixed habit. 
Perhaps if we would look into the matter a 
little we would discover in this fact the reason 
why so many things go wrong and so little 
progress is made in the effort to correct them. 
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REVELRYX. AND HOODLUMISM. 

Taking a final glance at the New Year cele- 
bration just closed, detailed returns from which 
read like those of a battle or a national debauch, 
regret must grow that old-fashioned New Year's 
customs have departed. 

Like many another practice, New Year’s hos- 
pitality, harmless and even praiseworthy in itself, 
was abused, and in attacking the abuse we de- 
stroyed the good as well as the bad. What was 
good seems to have disappeared. What was bad 
has cropped out again in new forms and in new 
places. : 

For many years the first day of January was 
devoted to generosity, good-fellowship and hos- 
pitality. There was an obligation upon many 
people to keep open house, to entertain and to 
dispense good cheer to friends, business, and so- 
cial. In the sternness of our morals and in the 
growing practicality of our methods we frowned 
upon these manifestations of good will and at 
length made them unpopular as well as unprofit- 
able. 

What have we substituted for the New Year's 
reception? Some of us are now content with pay- 
ing two prices for service at hotels and restau- 
rants, overeating and overdrinking, with osten- 
tatious display both of clothing and of money) 
Others roam the streets, indulging in a mild 
form of rowdyism. Others shoot and cut and 
fight as they would on a Fourth of July and an 
eiection day combined in one. Still others retire 
morosely within their shells, hating the season 
and longing for the morrow. 

Seeking to reform New Year’s, it is plain 
enough that we ‘have made it infinitely worse 
than it ever was in the days of hospitality. We 
have commercialized it. We have brutalized it. 
We have reduced it to the level of heathenism. 


-So far as the day is observed at.all by those who 


are not content to let it pass in inaction it is an 
occasion for mere display, for disorder and for 
self-indulgence. 

It has been said that we do not have holidays 
enough, but we ca~ easily have too many holi- 
days if they stand onity for such things as these. 
A New Year’s day associated with hospitality 
and good cneer might have its abuses: it also 
had its noble sentiments, A New Year’s day 
t. pifying: nothing but revelry and hoodlumism 
may easily be dropped. 


THE BOY SENATOR FROM FLORIDA. 
Young men generally will do well to consider 
the interesting reasons given by Gov. Broward 
ot Florida for his appointment of William James 
Bryan, who is but 31 vears old. to the United 
States Senate. 

These are stated as (1) his intense patriotism; 
(2) his exceedingly clear grasp of the great polit- 
ical problems of the day; and (3) the ability, great 
industry and tireless energy he has shown as Pros- 
ecuting Attorney, having stoutly enforced the laws, 
and among other things, successfully prosecuted 
the Ice Trust and the Beef Trust. 

While these admirable qualifications do not 
conclusively define statesmanship, they do de-+ 
scribe a pretty vigorous youngster who may be 
missed as Prosecuting Attorney at home—where, 
by the way, it is easier to prosecute Ice Trusts 
and others than in the Senate. 

Frequently a good prosecutor is spoiled to make 
@ useless statesman. For the sake of sustaining 
young ambitions it is to be hoped young Mr.

By sitting tight he may keep his seat 
long enough to demonstrate whether in addition 
to his “intense patriotism” he has “an exceed- 
ingly clear grasp of the great political problems 
of the day,” and eventually he may even surpass 
Albert Jeremiah Beveridge as the grand young 
man. 
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FISHERMAN’S LUCK. 

That there is such a thing as fisherman’s luck 
is well known. There is hunter’s luck also. 

Everybody who has given attention to the mat- 
ter has noticed that one man with an expensive 
outfit may angle all day in vain and that another 
man with the most primitive appliances will whip 
the same waters and go home with a great catch 

It is true also that a successful fisherman may 
be transformed in a day into one who must be 
content with waterhauls only and that more than 
one mighty hunter has closed his career in de- 








There was a time when Mr. Roosevelt had 
only to go to the mountains, and the bears, bob- 
cats, lions and sheep came forth en masse to 
the slaughter. Everything fell into his hands. 
All that he had to do was to shoot and down 
came -the game, generally more of it than he 
expected. 

Things changed at length. With the most elab- 
orate plans, with weapons and other parapher- 
nalia of the finest description, with trained guides 
and with dogs of unerring scent he finally hunted 
for weeks in the Louisiana canebrakes and went 
home almost empty handed. 

Conditions such as these sometimes obtain in 
larger fields where human endeavor is more seri- 
ous. The hand or the brain loses its cunning 
and the man who once found success, honor and 
riches at every turn of the road awakes at last 
to the realization that, plan and strive as:he 
may, they are not ‘or him. It is fisherman’s 
luck. : 

Mr. Bryan has been pursuing political office 
for years with unvarying failure, but, taking to 
hunting for a- change, he has bagged wagon 
loads cf quails and ducks and has: so wearied of 
‘th? slaughter of small game that he has entreat- 
ed his companions and guides to show him some 
bears or panthers or behemoths. No doubt, with 
his present good fortune, he will no more than 
appear in their vicinity when they will offer 
themselves to the sacrifice. 

We do not find this an omen of political suc- 
cess for the great hunter in Texas. Far from 
it. No man ever yet hunted and fished himself 
irto the presidency. But we do find something 
notable in the fact that just as Mr. Roosevelt, 
in the heydey of his advocacy of Mr. Bryan’s 
ideas, is nearing the bottom of the popular tobog- 
gan, Mr. ‘Bryan taking up a sport at which the 
President has recently been a flat failure, has 
scored a remarkable triumph. 

As suggesting an interesting study in types, the 
name of Grover Cleveland should be mentioned 
here. Neither Roosevelt nor Bryan has under- 
taken to compete with him in the use of rod 
and reel. He is a man of sober and discreet 
mind. He is fond of meditation. He makes lit- 
tle noise. He is possessed of an almost inex- 
haustible store of patience. 

There are men in the United States who would 
wager something valuable that in the contempla- 
tive man’s diversion of fishing the sage of Prince- 
ton would make a bigger catch even now in his 
old age than the other two together. In the first 
place, he knows how. Secondly, he goes uner- 
ringly to the places where fish abound. Thirdly, 
he would not scare the fish. 
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MONEY FOR POLITICAL USES. 

Not much progress will be made in the matter 
of regulating and reforming campaign contribu- 
tions until there is general recognition of the fact 
that no great cause can be promoted without 
money and that there is nothing inherently rep- 
rehensible in donations to a campaign fund. 

Because certain self-seekers. have spent money 





of corporations have used trust funds dishonestly 
to the same end, some reformers have taken the 
ground that a stigma attaches to all money so 
used as well as to the men who provide it. 

If this contention is to be established it wil] 
defeat the one reasonably sure cure for the evils 
of the campaign fund, which is publicity. Making 
an. act possibly innocent in itself appear dis- 
graceful in the eyes of the people is to insure its 
practice in secret, thus continuing the 
wrongs which it is sought to overcome. 

There are indications that the Democrats intend 
to make something of the campaign fund issue 
next year, as they have a right to do, but they 
will accomplish little by means of hypocrisy and 
humbug. They have been in tne minority most 
of the time since 1860, and yet on all occasions 
they have had money for necessary uses in their’ 
campaigns. Where did it come from? 

Prebably most of it was contributed legiti- 
mately and for proper purposes. Every great 
cause finds rich and influential supporters. Some 
of them may have interested views, but we can 
hardly make human nature a penitentiary offense 
with the millenium yet far away. It is possible, 
too, that the small contributor may be quite as 
selfish in his inspiration as the man of means. 

Accepiing without cant and hypocrisy the fact 
that a self-governing people must operate through 
parties; that political organizations worthy of 
the name have no financial resources of their 
own; that contributions from any source hon- 
estly made are not in themselves shameful, and 
that more and more money is needed in these 
days to gain the attention of the people, we plain- 
ly enough do ourselves and the country a wrong 
when we undertake to set down all financial en- 
ergy in politics as necessarily corrupt and selfish. 

There is nothing objectionable in the campaign 
fund question that cannot be remedied by pub- 
licity. Pharisaism will not avail. Drastie laws 
involving the menace of the penitentiary wil] only 
aggravate the trouble. Publicity, accompanied 
by honest recognition of the facts, the reason 
and the necessities of the case, will protect the 
honest and deter the dishonest. 
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we are candid enough to see in campaign funds 
properly raised and used instruments of the peo- 
ple’s will as truly as are caucuses, conventions, 
candidates, meetings, parades and ballot boxes. 
If one be shameful in essence so are they all. 
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A MODERN PARISIAN ROMANCE. 

Paris is agog. Count Boni, in true bourgeoise 
fashion, beat up his cousin, Prince Helie, some- 
thing scandalous, and, having rendered him hors 
de combat, proceeded to “throw the leather into 
him,” as the Bottoms Gang say; i. e., to Jump on 
his face: which, however, is a distinctively French 
mode, though omitted from the code. Jimmy Miles 
himself was never more effectively danced upon 
than this Prince Helie, they say. 

But that is not why Paris is agog. What the 
chattering cafes are really exercised over are 
the possible romantic consequences of this royal 
blood-spilling in the gutter. What boots it matri- 
monially to these pauper princes in rivalry of an 
American bank account which one had lost and 
the other hoped to gain? 

Boni’s military heels had hardly ceased beating 
tattoo on his ‘dear cousin’s countenance when 
Paris began naively inquiring whether the rich 
Mrs. Castellane would rewed her ex-spouse 
through admiration of his unsuspected virility 
and prowess, or would be moved by sympathy at 
once to confer hand and purse upon the muti- 
lated Sagan. What could be more deliciously 
characteristic of the buoyant capital today than 
these sordid speculations with which it throbs, 
and which it cables to the world at large! 

The gay Paris of decades before its demorali- 
zation by American dollars would have been on 
the qui vive for the noble but bloodless fray 
with poniards or pistols sure to follow. Albeit 
now, with its affairs between first gentlemen re- 
duced to a low grade of pugilism, Paris thinks 
no more of “honor” but is interested mainly in 
the purse which its imagination has “hung up” 
for the royal rowdies—its sporting blood wholly 
commercialized, its perceptions blunted, its soul 
corrupted, and its very humor gone. 

Alas for the once spirituelle Paris, for the artis- 
tic and temperamental, the romantic, poetic and 
playful Paris; even its folly has become a cheap 
and brutal clown!

These figures reveal several curious 
things. In the first place the married 
men outnumber the marrted women by 
6164. This would seem to indieate that 
bundreds of wives have shaken — the 
dust of St. Louis off their feet and 
iome back to mamme fir-Joplin, Sedalia 
or elsewhere. 

Where Are These 394? 


On the other hand the divorced wom- 
en outnumber the divorced men by 394.

The new ruling of the Supreme Court 
that alimony is a mere debt, for the 
novpayment of which no man can be 
sent to Jail lawfully, may cause a 
change in this situation. The divorced 
men probably will remain in the city 
and snap their firlgers at writs for ali- 
mony, while the divorced women unable 
to collect the funds allowed them by 
the courts, will have to move to Ed- 
wardsville or Ste. Genevieve, where the 
cost of living is not as high as in St. 
Louis. 

There is nothing on the Census Of- 
fice records to show that any St. Louis 
woman refused to say whether she was 
married, but 1247 St. Louis men are 
classified as.‘‘unknown’’ when it comes 
to a question of whether they are sin- 
gle, married, widowers or divorced.

Plenty of Men Here. 


It is possible that an investigation 
might uncover a number of eligible 
fellows in this mysterious 1247, but they 
are shrewd chaps, who successfully 
evaded the census reporters and proba- 
bly long ere this have laid plans for 
keeping out of the path of the leap- 
year woman.

There will be. plenty .of 
men to go around and have a job lot 
of remnants left in case the leap-year 
husbands die in greater number than 
their wives and leave vacancies in the 
ranks to be filled up with second 
choices.

There is no occasion for undue haste 
on the part of the ladies. They may go 
slow and take their time, assured of 
the fact that they will be able to draft 
a good husband before the joyful leap 
tear is tinhorned and cowbelled out of 
existence.

In view of the importance which is 
now being attached to the testimony 
of Anthony Comstock, head of the So- 
ciety for the Suppression of Vice, it is 
interesting to recall what Thaw himself 
Said in regard to his appeal to the Vice 
Society’s head. Dr. Britton LD. Evans, 
inventor of the “brainstorm”’ branch of 
insanity, gave the words to the jury 
at the first trial. The alienis ‘st was re- 
counting the details of a visit paid by 
him to Thaw in the Tombs prison not 
long after the tragedy. Referring. to 
Stanford White at time, he de- 
clared Thaw said: 

“I never wanted to shoot that crea- 
ture; I never wanted to kill him. I 
knew that he was a sinful creature and 
that he was deflowering the daughters 
of mothers and fathers of America. I 
did want, through legal means, to bring 
him to trial. I wanted to bring him to 
a court so that his criminal doings 
might be brought up to the public and 
that he might be brought to justice and 
suffer for that which he had been do- 
ing.’’ 

“What did you doZ” asked Dr. Evans. 
‘to bring this matter before the public?’’ 
and Thaw replied: 

Took Case to Jerome. 


“I went to Mr. Comstock; I went: to 
Mr. Jerome;.I went to a detective agen- 
cy and they reported back to me. Mr. 
Jerome said I had better Jet it drop; 
that there was nothing in it, but the 
detective agency said they would work 
further on it, but did not bring any re- 
port which warranted me or enabled me 
to bring action against Stanford White 
in a court of law."’

The Warren Brothers Co., which has 
received $2,000,000 for bitullthic street 
paving in St. Louis in the past four 
years under closed specifications per- 
mitted by the Board of Public Im- 
provements, has been unable to get a 
foothold in Chicago on account of a de- 
cision of the Hlinols Supreme Court 
holding that the city cannot prescribe 
patented articles, such as the Warren 
compositions, obtainable only from one 
person or firm, in the ordinance for spe- 
cia] assessment tmprovements. 

In Illinois this holds trie even though 
the person making the patented article 
agrees to furnish it to any bidder at 
a fixed price. 

This decision was handed down with 
special reference to the Warren prepa- 
rations, which are mentioned in it. It 
resulted from an effort by the firm to 
get a clear field in Chicago street pav- 
ing, as it apparently has in St. Louis. 

Thé grand jury will meet again to- 
morrow, and will renew its inquiry into 
atreet paving matters here. Members of 


_ the Committee on Public Improvements 


of the House of Delegates will appear as 
witnesses. Many street paving, bills have 
been delayed for long periods by this 
committee. 

The records show that the Board of 
Public Improvements has gone on dur- 
ing the last four years letting paving 
contracts under closed specifications, 
which shut out every bidder but one. 
The bourd has not taken one step to 
have the specifications drawn in such a 


_ma@pner ‘that there could be competition 


in fhe bidding, but has gone on handing 
out contracts to a favored company 
when some samples of the bitulithic here 
are admitted failures. The board has 
fortified itself behind decisions of the 
Supreme Court, which held that patent- 
ed materiais may be called for in the 
street paving specifications. | 

In the case of Swift vs. the City of 
St Louis, in which the plaintiff sought 
toe @hjoln the city from enforcing the 
collection offa special tax bill for the 
improvement of West Pine streét,’ the 
Supreme Court decided that the board 
could call for the Warren street paving 
compositions in the specifications. It 
also has decided that the board might 
specify that Trinidad Lake asphalt 
conld be used. 

The Board of Public Improvements 
h however, seen fit ta open the as- 
specifications so that there can be 
competition in the bidding, but it has 
persistentiy held on to the closed speci- 
fications in the bitulithic. ‘The specifi- 
cations for asphalt call merely for the 
best quality of refined asphalt.

Spilman Sent Home With Bro- 
ken Skull and Hosts 
Disappear. 


ACCIDENT, THEY SAID 


House Dismantled, but Police 
Gather Them in When 
They Return. 








Pending the Coroner’s inquest tomor- 
row into the death of Fred D. Spilman 
early yesterday, following an afternoon 
of revelry with new acquaintances, th 
police are now holding Searcy M. Buck, 
his wife, Roxie Bucx; her mother, Mrs. 
Sallie Dillon, and her lo-year-old daugh- 
ter, Amy Dillon. They were Spi man’s 
hosts at their flat, 4749A Vernon avenue, 
when h® suffered his fatal injuries. 

Search is being made for Louis. Mc- 
Cullen, former detective for the Hu- 
mane Society, and for William Buck, a 
cousin of Searcy. Both were pre<ent, 
as were all those under arrest, when 
Spilman was injured. . 

Searcy Buck and his wife were arrest- 
ed yesterday afternoon at Union Station 
after they had checked their baggage 
on a train for Nashville. Mrs. Dillon 
and her daughter were arrested shortly 
before at the flat, to which they had 
returned after missing a morning train 
to Louisville. They live at 730 Sixth 
street, Loulsville. 

At the time of her arrest, Mrs. Buck 
wore in her tie a diamond stickpin 
which had belonged to Spilman. She 
surrendered it.to Capt. Johnson of the 
Deer Street Station with the explana- 
tion that she took it from Spilman’s tie 
to give to his wife. She forgot the pin, 
she said, when she started to take a 
train. 

According to. Frederick Voight, an em- 
ploye in Spilman’s barber shop at 4817 
Delmar boulevard, Spilman had over 
$560 when he left the shop Friday after- 
noon to accompany McCullen to the 
Bucks’ home: When fe was brought 
home he had only 41.30, according to 
his wife. Buck and his relatives de- 
clared that Spilman had only $5 when 
he reached their flat, and that he pulled 
it from his pocket with the remark that 
he wag ‘almost broke.”’ 

Prisoners’ Stories Agree. 

The prisoners, though separately and 
séverely examined” by Capt. Johnson 
and Special Officers Lawler and Mc- 
Cormick, told a story of Spilman's in- 
jury in so straightforward. a manner 
and so consonant in details as to con- 
vince the fnquirers it was due to acci- 
dent. 

‘McCullen, a friend of Mrs. Buck and 
Miss Dillon,’ said Buck at the Deer 
Street Station, “came to our flat Friday 
at 2 p. m. to tell us all good-by. He 
brought with him Spilman, whom none 
of us had ever before seen. We wel- 
comed him as a friend of McCullen. 

‘‘We had a quart bottle of whisky and 
several bottles of beer. Spilman insist- 
ed this was not enough liquor, and said 
he was going to buy more. It was then 
that he dug up a $5 bill and a few pen- 
nies, and said he was almost broke. 

‘He and my cousin Will went to a 
corner saloon and stayed quite a while. 
When they returned, Will had reached 
such a condition that we had to put 
him to bed. Spilman jbrought another 
bottle of whisky with him and a basket 
of bottled beer. 

“We all drank and made a good deal 
of noise. At about 7 p..m. Spilman and 
McCullen started to go home. We were 
all standing at the head of the. stairs 
bandying pleasantries, when Spilman, 
taking a backward step, fell backwards 
down the flight of six steps. He struck 
the back of‘his head, and as he rolled 
over the landing, hit his eye on the 
corner of a step. 

Hosts Called a Physician. 

“We tried to pick him up, but he was 
too heavy. We called United States 
Deputy Marshal Knehan, who lives next 
door, and we carried Spilman upstairs 
to a cot. We summoned a physician, 
who had Spilman taken. home in a pri- 
vate ambulance. I learfed he was dead 
by telephoning to his shop Saturday 
morning. We were all too agitated to 
think of notifying the police.’ 

This story was corroborated in detail 
by the other prisoners. Mrs. Buck added 
the information that she and Miss Dil- 
ion had sometimes met McCullen, who 
is a married man and # years old, down 
town and lunched with him at the Col- 
lege Inn.

A post-mortem last night at Mount 
Vernon, Iil.; over the body of David B. 
Ellis of St. Louis, showed that the bul- 
let which flattened against his skull 
and the one which penetrated his heart 
were of the cam caliber as the tiny 
revolver found near the body; and that 
both shots might have been fired by 
Ellis, if he had used his left hand. Cor- 
oner Whitlock, who conducted the au- 
topsy, thinks its result strengthened the 
suicide théory. 

‘‘Angie’’ Cohen, head of the brokerage 
concern of Cohen & Co., which bought 
out Ellis’ grocery at 6568 Page boulevard 
four months ago, told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter last night that he believed Ellis 
was murdered, and did not commit sui- 
cide; but that he (Cohen) knew nothing 
of any person ‘‘shadowing’’ Ellis, as told 
in his letters to Mra, Ellis. 

J. W. Estes, manager of the St. Louis 
branch of the Aetna Life Insurance Co., 
and T. B.. Murrill of Chicago, general 
superintendent of its Western district, 
requested that the autopsy be held and 
were present. | A policy for $6000 on 
Ellis’ life, issued by the Aetna company, 
last March, contained a clause invali- 
dating it i fhe committed suicide within 
a year.

Applied for an Information. 
When it was-recalled at police head- 
quarters heré yesterday that Cohen had 
applied for an information against Ellis 
after buying his grocery business, an in- 
vestigation was begun to determine 
whether this had any bearing on his 


death. 

Cohen applied for the information two 
months. ago through Sigfried Schatz- 
man, an employe, but dropped the mat- 
ter. He did this, he said, at the re- 
quest of a scale manufacturing concern 
which held: Ellis’ note for $18. * Cohen 
says Efits was thoroughly honest in 
business, transactions, and he feels sure 


the note would have been paid had} 


Ellis remembered its existence, but Ellis 
could not be located at the time. The 
price paid for the stock was $75. 

“Ellis. always struck-;: es . being 
sound mentally, and_I*do t *belteve 
from my acquaintance with him that he 
committed suicide,’ Cohert “said. ep 
know he had a way of ‘flashing his roll,’ 
and I think he probably was murdered 
for his money.” 

The facts seemingly supporting a mur- 
der theory are: 

Ellis’ valuable diamond stud and wal- 
let, containing $300 or $400, are missing. 

His right hip pocket, closed with a 
buttoned flap, was found slit open. 

He was twice wounded, and that 
after firing the first bullet, which flat- 
tened against his skull. it would have 
required great fortitude and nerve to 
fire the second into his heart. 

He was in good spirits when last seen, 
and there was apparently no reason for 


suicide. 
The Suicide Indications, 


The facts adduced in support of the 
suicide theory are: 

The weapon found near Ellis’ body is 
hardly more than a toy, and not such 
as a highwayman would select. 

The first wound was not fatal, mak- 


‘ing it possible for Bilis to fire the sec- 
-ond. 


The vest was unbuttoned from the top, 
apparently to admit the pistol point for 
the second shot. 

The fact that Ellis wrote to his 
bride of two months that he was 
“shadowed” from St. Louis is tegard- 
ed by Mra. Ellis as indicating mur- 
der. Sheriff Irvin says it indicates 


that Ellis was unbalanced. 

“My husband was as sound mental- 
ly as I am,” Mrs. Ellis declared yes- 
terday. “It.is true that he spoke of a 
man who followed him, even before 
he left St. Louis on the Mount Vern- 
on trip. He has spoken of that sey- 
eral times since we were married, but 
when I questioned him as to who the 
man was, or what was his motive, he 
said he didn’t know. 

No Renson to Kill Self.  . 

‘My husband had no reason to kill 
himself. He often said he wished our 
honeymoon could last until he was a 
hundred. He was in good circum- 
stances financially, and he was in 
good health. I feel Sure he was mur- 


dered.”

The 
Supreme Court, in deciding the validity 
of bonds to be issued in behalf of the 
free bridge, upheld City Counselor Bates’ 
contention that the bridge will be a 
oublic highway. Mr. Bates’ opir- 
ion is still the same, but he _ point* 
opinion is still the same, but he points 
out that as the bridge’s construction was 
not, when the Charter was framed, 
enumerated among the Street Commis: 
sioner’s duties, the work should be per- 
formed under the direction of the pres- 
ident of the board. 

Opposition in the House of Delegates 
is the principal obstacle feared by 
those who prefer to see Street Commis- 
sioner Travilla have charge of the 
bridge’s building. The ‘‘combine” doesn’t 
like Travilla because he has refused to 
accept the recommendations of its mem- 
bers as to employing and discharging 
men in his department. They have fre- 
quently threatened to cripple his force 
by defeating appropriations. They 
would dislike to see him get the credit 
of supervising the work on the bridge. 
But public sentiment, it. is believed, 
would eventually sweep away all dif- 
ficulty in the House of Delegates. 

There is a belief, too, that President

BELIEF OF BULGARIANS 


Ferdinand’s Engagement to Prin- 
cess Older Than Himself, Not 
Affair of Heart, Belief. 


SOFIA, Bulgaria, Jan. 4.—According 
to some of the leading papers here, the 
engagement of Prince Ferdinand to 
Princess Eleonore Reuss-Koetrits, is a 
preliminary step toward the elevating 
of Bulgaria from a _ principality to a 
kingdom. 

Dendinoff, one of the leading journal- 
ists, says that Prince Ferdinad in mar- 
rying a woman older than himself has 
not the worst of the bargain.

About the Man. 

Twice John A. Johnson has been 
elected Governor of Minnesota on the 
Democratic ticket, the first man to up- 
set this Republican Gibraltar since 1858. 


In 1904, when President Roosevelt car- 
ried Minnesota by 161,464 for the Repub- 
lican, national ticket, Johnson won by 
6352. That means that 83,908 men who 
voted for Roosevelt, Republican, at the 
same time voted for Johnson, Demo- 
crat. 

In 1906, Johnson, again the Democratic 
candidate for Governor, running on the 
record of his Administration, received 
the enormous. plurality of 76,633, al- 
though ali other elective State officials 
are Republicans. 

Johnson is of Scandinavian descent. 
His father and mother were Swedish 
immigrants, settling in Minnesota. The 
dominant foreign nationality in that 
State, as Well as in the two Dakotas 
is Scandinavian, In the city of Chi- 
cago there are 60,000 Scandinavian votes. 
Illinois cast 8,000 Scandinavian votes 
at the last presidential election. 

The census of 1900 put the number of 
foreign born Scandinavians (Swedes, 
Norwegians and Danes) in the United 
States at 1,067,607. Their number taday 
is about 1,500,000. With their second 
generation. the Scandinavians in the 
United States easily number 5,000,000, 
concentrated chiefly in the Northwest.

He met 
there Caroline Haden, likewise a Swed- 
ish immigrant, who had come over with 
her brother. They were married, and 
in 1861 was born a son, whom they 
named John Albert. 

During the boyhood of John Albert, 
Gustav Johnson became the village 
drunkard, dissipated his little property, 
was sent to the Poorhouse for ‘‘alco- 
holic dementia’’ and finally died. The 
wife, Caroline, took in washing, sent 
John to schoo! until he was 13 and im- 
pressed on his character remarkable 
qualities of honesty, courage, piety and 
modesty. 

His Greatest Sorrow. 

Just before he became Governor the 
greatest sorrow of John Johnson’s life 
came. That mother who made him 
what he is died in the little country 
home where she iA continusd to live 
a simple, unpretent.c4; life. 

The first good books that John John- 
son read were Prescott’s historical 
works, lent him by a neighbor who 
saw him reading trash. That began 
his education, acquired since the age 
of 13 solelv by his own reading. The 
happiest day of his life was when he 
was able to buy the 25 volumes of the 
Encyclopedia Britannica, which he de- 
youred with hungry mind. He read 
history and blography al! the time. 

The editorship of a _ little country 
weekly newspaper, the St. Peter Herald, 
was the stepping stone to public life, 
membership in the Legislature and fin- 
ally Governor. 

Of wealth, Gov. Johnson has iess 
than $25,000. His salary as Governor is 
$7000 q year, and he lives within it. He 
owes no man a penny and he never 
had a debt that was not paid at ma- 
turity. 

Several years ago he had appendicitis 
and was operated upon three times. 
Six’ months thereafter he made a 
whirlwind political campaign and never 
since has felt a twinge of pain. 

Has No Children. 

He joined the Presbyterian Church 
and then married Nora Preston, an 
Irish girl, who is a Catholic. They 
have no children. Mrs. Johnson is 
pretty, clever and much admired. 

The State of Minnesota has no ex- 
ecutive mansion. The Governor and his 
wife live in an apartment notel, the 
Aberdeen, in the residential suburbs of 
St. Paul. 

The most striking physical impression 
of the man is that he possesses iron 
courage. 

The most vivid impression of his men- 
tality is that he has a hard head full 
of common sense. 

His mind, as evidenced by his 
speeches, is growing steadily broader 
and higher in devotion to lofty princi- 
ples and ideas. He talks of duty to- 
ward the people regardless of political 
affiliation or wealth. He refuses the 
lure of political alliances and the bait 
ef pecuniary profit in private deals. He 


Hives and acts in the open, and talks 
to eallers with almost childish frank- 
ness of what is in his mind. 

. Soon after being elected Governor, J. 
J. Hill, the railroad and financial kine 
of the Northwest, called en him. Two 
farmers, who had been boyhood friends 

f the Governor, had just been ushered 
into the private office, when announcv- 
ment was made that the great Hill was 
outside. 

Made J. J. Hill Wait. 

“Tell him I will see him when I have 
finished with those gentlemen,” said mr. 
Johnson.

Novices Are Chief Offenders 
Since Conviction of 
Irving Tolley. 








That the counterfeiters in the United 
States, who have been at work within 
the past year, are “novices or, ignorant 
foreigners” and that the circulation of 
counterfeit money during 1907 was at a 
low tide is the statement of John E. 
Wilkie, Chief of the Secret Service De- 
partment at Washington, fn his annual 
report to the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, a copy of which hag just been re- 
eeived in St. Louis at the Federal Build- 
ing. 

The most notable decrease, the report 
says, was the amount of counterfeiting 
of silver certificates; there was a drop 


from $228 in these certificate counter- 
felts in 1006 to $104 in 1907. There was 
an inerease in National Bank counter- 


felts, the report avers, due to the sur- 
render of some old collections contain- 
ing some epecimens of National Bank 
notes cireulated by the banks a quarter 


of a century aco, 
Tolley’s Conviction Lessens Crime. 


There was also a dimnut:on from 4210 
to $1825 in the volume of raised notes, 
Chief Wilkie reports, attributed largely, 
he says, to the arrest and conviction of 
the note-raiser, Irving Tolley, now serv- 
ing a long sentence in _the Federal! 
Prison at Atlanta after four captures 
and three escapes. 

The Chief credits Tolley with 50 per 
cent of all the raised notes reported. The 
total of counterfeit notes of all kinds Is 
put at $16,08% in 1907, against $18,768 the 
year before. An equally satisfactory de- 
celine in coin counterfeitigg was notice- 
able Wilkie doclares. ig 

Chief Wilkie credits these declines in

C. Schwab, the shares in the stockyards 
corporation of Morris & Co. and the 
Fairbanks Canning Co., which they got 
from their father's estate.

y this purchase kdward Morris be- 
comes the owner of a substantial major- 
ity of the stock of those two concerns. 
Just prior to the new year he was elect. 
ed president of both corporations. .thus 
succeeding to the positions at the top 
of the list of offices left vacant by his 
father’s death. 

Edward Morris now owns all of the 
stock in Morris & Co. and the Fairbank 
Canning Co., except the portions re- 
tained. by hig mother and his brother.

Michigan, However, Is Not AG- 
mitted and Must Fish © 
or Cut Bait. 


CHICAGO, Jan, 4,—Only tentative 
progress toward solving the athletic 
situation in the Middle-Western col- 
leges was made at today’s session vf 
the College Conference Athletle As- 
sociation. The proposition to allow 
seven games of football instead of 
five each season, was passed by so 
close a vote, five to four, that further 
action og it will be necessary by the 
various faculties of the nine institu- 
tions involved, and the status of the 
University of Michigan was not de- 
termined definitely. The othér action 
of importance was the classifying of 
sports so that certain rules will not 
apply to contestants in golf, tennis 
und similar games. 

The increased football schedule re- 
ceived: the approval of Michigan, 
Northwestern, Minnesota, lowa and 
Indiana. The universities of Chicago, 
Illinois, Wisconsin and Purdue op- 
posed it. By the constitution of the 
conference the close vote makes ne- 
cessary the resubmission of the ques- 
tion to the various faculties. If one 
veto is recorded the plan will re- 
quire the approbation of two-thirds 
of the conference to become effective. 

Prof. Patterson, who represented the 
University of Michigan at the meeting 
told the conferees the terms upon which 





this institution would consent to resume 


athletic relations with the other col-’ 
leges. These included the abolition of 
the five-game football schedule, the re- 
peal of the rule forbidding training 
tables for the athletic teams and the re- 
scinding of the portion of the three- 
year éligibility rule which makes It - 
ply to students still in residence who 
began competition tn intercollegiate ath- 
letics under the old four-year rule. 
The conference discussed these de- 
mands from every angle and then, with- 
out taking a formal vote, told Prof. 
Patterson to inform the Board of 
Athletic Control At his institution that 
it must intorm the conference be- 
fore Feb. 1 whether it really intends to 
abide by the conference rules in decid- 
ing the eligibility of its ‘athletes, or 
whether its policy will be to frame rules 
of its own. In the latter case, it was

The vote by which the tripartite agree- 
ment was adopted and the Transit com- 
Pany absorbed by the United Railways 
Co. will be declared void and the entire 
transaction nullified if a contention of 
counsel in the case of David Barrie 
against the United Railways Co., based 
on testimony given before Judge Reyn- 
olds, is sustained. 

The testimony is that at the time of 
the adoption of the tripartite agreement, 
$25,000,000 of the stock of the United 
Railways Co., out of its total authorized 
capital stock of $45,000,000, was owned 
and held by the Transit company, and 
} Carleton, as 
proxy for the Transit company, for the 
adoption of the tripartite agreement. 

The contention of.counsel is that the 
vote, under the circumstances, was in- 
valid and that all acts between the two 
companies constitute constructive fraud 
against the rights of creditors, because 
the Transit company held a controlling 
interest in the United Railways Co., 
and are therefore voia. 

The trial has been in progress for sev- 
eral days. It was tried once before. 
T¢ seeks to hold the United Railways Co. 
Mable for the obligations of the Transit 
company. Judgments for between $2,- 
000,000 and $3,000,000 hang upon the out- 
come. At the -—rst trial Judge Fisher 
‘decided in favor of the United Railways 
Co. The Court of Appeals reversed the 
case and remanded it for a new trial. 

The taking of testimony was coneclud- 
ed Friday afternoon, with the exception 
of that of John I. Beggs, president of 
the United Railways Co., which, by 
agreement of counsel, is to be taken be- 
fore a special commissioner. 

Beggs was to have appeared in court 
as a witness, but his attorneys pleaded 
his inability to appear at this time on

The article in last Sunday’s Post-Dis- 
patch under the heading ‘“‘The — Real 
Harm Fortune-Tellers Do’ was very 
interesting and I admit to a great ex- 
tent true, but since I am permitted to 
tell ‘‘the other side of the story’ I 
Shall explain the difference between a 
fortune-teller and a palmist, seer or 
clairvoyant. I do not, however, wish to 
defend so-called ‘‘fortune-telling”’ 
against the many attacks made upon it. 
I simply desire to prove that the great- 
est minds have and do now believe in 
seers and their predictions. In fact, 
there never nas ,.been a time in which 
the mysteries of divination have not 
had votaries, and 
in mystic lore were not held in high 
esteem, 


Various means were adopted by_the 
ancients for divining characters and 
foretelling future events—by auguries, 
by the entrails of birds and others. If 
we look into ancient and modern his- 
tory we will find that Caesar Augustus, 
Julius Caesar, Hannibal, Cicero and 
Aristotle were true beHevers in divi- 
nation. Later we find Richard III, Hen- 
ry VIII, Mary Stuart, Queen Elizabeth 
of England, Napoleon, Emperor Ferdi- 
nand of Austria, Balsac, Dumas, Vic- 
tor Hugo and many others. It is well 
known that Napoleon employed a seer 
named Servalee and that this seer 


not only predicted Napoleon’s glory and 


successes, but also his downfall at 
Waterloo. Nor can we ignore the 
works of Albertus Magnus of Anaci- 
goras, Sir Richard Owen, Capt. d’Arpen- 
tigny, Meissner, Gibbon and Allien. 


The art of divination as a science has 
four different classes—astrology, phre- 
nology, palmistry and  clairvoyancy. 
There are, however, other ways of di- 
vining character and predicting the fu- 
ture. ‘There are spirit and trance medi- 
ums, seers that will tell of events froin 
the grounds of coffee or tea cups, and 
there are thousands of people who wil!

Astrology 
was practiced many centuries ago In al- 
most all of the countries of the East, 
and those ancient philosophers laid 
great stress upon the influence exerted 
by the planets over the physical, mora! 
and mental conditions of man. Thor 
considered seven the only perfect num 
ber, and they Iitmited the number of 
stare having any influence upon mind 
and matter to seven. These stars they 
called Mercury, Venus, Mars, Jupiter, 
Saturn, the Sun and the Moon. 

Plato, Aristotle, Pliny and others ap- 
plied the principles of astrology to pag 
istry, and it is certain that these Wise 
men believed that “God pleeef signs or 
seals in the hands of men thut all might 
know their. works."’—Job 37, 7. I consid- 
er one of the most authentic and com- 
plete works on palmistry extant is that 
by an ancient author named Albertus 
Magnus, 

The word palmistry is from the Latin

science has been divided by modern in- 
terpreters into, two divisions—cheirog- 
nomy and cheiromancy. These words 
come from the Greek word cheir, the 
hand.

Fortune- 
telling {s not a pleasant calling for the 
true seer, because he sees often much 
m'sery, unhappiness and dtsaster among 
his clients. In the many.vears of my 
practice I have never been happy. It ts

pelled to take what comes with 
ehilosaphica! composure, I am leaving 
for New York at the end of this week, 
but before going I desire to say to the 
people of St. Louis that the vear 1908 
will be the most prosperous in the his- 
T'nited States.

where two i15-year-old girls were found 
in a wineroom during the holidays and 
had announced that he would do so, but 
when the proprietors came to him, ac- 
companied by influential friends, and 
told him they were young men just 
embarking in business and that they did 
not know the giris were there, he re- 
lented and told them they could keep on.

FIRST CEREBRO-SPINAL 
FATALITY INCLUDED IN 202 


DEATHS DURING THE WEEK| 


Pneumonia Still Is-L Largest Factor 
in Mortality—Stork . Makes 
314 Visits. 

The first fatal case of cerebro-spinal 
fever reported in nearly a year was in- 
cluded in the mortality due to con- 
tagious diseases last week. Scarlatina 
claimed two persons, diphtheria two. 
whooping cough, one and typhoid fever 
two. The total number of deaths for 
the seven days was 23. or 2% more than 

in the previous week 
The first week of the new year swelled 


_— = 
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the population of the city by 214 ba- 
bies. That number was equaled once 
and exceeded once during December. 

Pneumonia was still the largest single 
factor in the mortality. Twenty-three 
persons died of that disease. In the 
week before last 2% persons dile@d of 
pneumonia. Deaths from tuberculosis 
last week were 18, eight less than in the 
seven days ending Dec. 29. 

No homicide has been reported for 
two weeks, a condition that has had 
no counterpart for many months. There 
were four suicides and six deaths from 
accident last week. In the previous 
seven days four persons took their lives 
and five died by accidents.

wreck---Crew of Arthur Sewall Lost on 
Patagonian Coast---Persia and Adolf 
Obrig Founder With all Hands---Atlas

ISASTER and bad luck have 
already visited the great 
Atlantic naval fleet that 

is rounding the South American 
continent on its way to the Pa- 
cific. 

Not to the great warships of 


_ the fleet has this disaster come. 


There is another fleet, made up 
of some of the biggest ships 
afloat, that sailed, unheralded. 
and unknown to the public, a 
vast fleet of colliers that went 
ahead with the coal to feed the 
boilers of the battleships. 

‘This fleet of colliers has been 
storm driven, dispersed, and 
some of the largest ships in it 
have been wrecked and driven 
ashore. Their hulls lie broken 
and twisted upon desolate, rock- 
bound coasts, the coal they car- 


‘Tied lies many fathoms deep in 


unknown seas. 
- HF nation has been filled with the 
[ glory of the depurture and prog- 
ress of the first American fleet 
of warships to start for the voyage 
around ‘The Horn.” This spectacular 
event has filled American souls with 
pride. Rut they have heard nor known 
nething of the advance squadron beaten 
back by adverse winds, fighting against 
the terrors of the u.ntarctic waste of 
waters. searching for shelter where no 
haven existed upon the forbidding 
coasis, their hulks grinding upon jagged 
re) ss, their crews of American seamen 
killed by savage spear thrusts and their 
bodies roasted and eaten. 


These things have been hidden from 
the American public and from the 
world. The dreadful story of shipwreck, 
the horrors of the fate mst by thes?

Many of them ren- 
dezvoused in Baltimore last March and 
were loaded there with coal. Among 
them were some of the largest sail- 
ing ships and schooners. 


There were not enougn American ships 
to be had and the Navy Departnient 
chartered Scotch, English, German and 
other foreign vessels. There Was not 
much sa'd about the gathering and sail- 
ing of thig fleet of colliers. It would 
not help American prestize upon the 
sea to have it known that coa! for the 
navy in the Pacific had to be shipped 
all the way around the continent of 
South America. And so the foregather- 
ing and departure of the largest fleet of 
colliers that ever spread wings to the 
breezes of old ocean was not exploited 

The collier sh'ps sailed last March, in- 
tending to reach San Francisco before 
the warships reached there. The first 
to meet with calamity was the mag- 
nificent ship, the Arthur Sewall. She 
was & wooden vessel built in the ship- 
yards of Arthur Sewal! of Bath, Me., 
the largest yards for wooden shipe tn 
the world. 


She was named after the owner of the 


yards, the.man who was a candidate 


for Vice-president on the Bryan ticket 
in 1896. When she was @unched she 
was the largest. wooden Salling ship 
afioat. She was last heard from intact 
when she put into Rio de Janeiro for 
provisions. She sailed from there for 
the Strait of Magellan. No report 
from her captain or her crew has come 
since then. 

As the time went by the Navy De- 
partment became uneasy about her, She 
had plenty of time to have reached Val- 
paraiso, upon the western coast ef South

chantman. from around “The Horn”

Later another ves- 
se| from around ‘“‘The Horn’’ reported 
that it had positively identified the 
wreck as that of the Arthur Sewall and 
other word that came later § indicated 
that the crew had earcaped to the 
shores of Patagonia and had there been 
killed and eaten by the cannibals of 
that wild region. 

The next wreck to be heard from was 
that Of the barque Persia. She sailed 
with the rest of the fleet of #@ colliers. 
She went down with all hands. How 
she was wrecked will probably never be 
known. All that is shown of her end 
is that some wreckage from her was 
picked up by another ship. Whether 
her crew escaped in boats only to die 
of thirst and hunger upon the seas, 
or to-Be frozen to death fn the fierce 
blizzards of the Antarctic seas, or 
whether the boats reacned shore and 
the crew met the fate of that of the 
Arthur Sewall, will probably never be 
known. It {s another mystery of the 
cruel ocean that makes so many mys- 
teries and wrecks so many hopes.

The Shenandoah ran into a gale from 
the Antarctic off the coast. of Patagonia 
It was one of those terrible plercing 
blizzards of icy particles from the South 
ole, which have been vividly described 
Dana in his book, “‘Two Years Be- 
fore the Mast.’’ Anyone who has read 
that book wil! never forget the horrors 
of that lonesome, disma! vovage around 
the uttermost southern limit of the 
Americane continent. ; 
The Shenandoah battled with the piti- 
less storm and bravely tried to weather 
it. .But no ship built by human hands 
can withstand some of the hardest 
blasts that blow from out that land of 
desolation. She had to run before the 
gale. The nearest port that she could 
reach as she flew before the wind was 
that of the Cape of Good Hope, more 
than two thousand miles away. 

She ran for it and reached the port 
safely. But she was in such a leaky ~~ i 
unseaworthy condition that she was un- 
able to continue the voyage around ‘‘The 
Horn” and she sold her cargo of 
and sailed for Australia for repairs. 
She is now sailing toward San Fran 
cisco.

Men 
and women being fattened be- 
fore being killed and eaten were 
a common sight. He saw young 
people paraded through the vil- 
lage, where their limbs and 
“choice bits'’ were sold to the 
highest bidder, whose name was 
marked upon their naked bodies 
with chalk, and savages stroll- 
ing down the street munching a 
human leg or arm were a not un- 
common spectacle, 

Corroborating these amazing 
statements is a series of photo. 
graphs of remarkable realism, 
showing skull-decorated trees, 
cannibals feasting, and piles of 
human bones left after a feast 
that are a revelation of astonish- 
ing barbarities being practiced 
in this Twentieth century. Some 
of these pictures are reproduced 
upon this page. 


Seg 18838 Father F. X. Lichtenberger 
a went to Nigeria, a large province 

in Central Africa, north of the Gulf 
of Guinea, south of the Kreat Sahara 
Desert, and west of Old Calabar River. 
Nigeria is 500,000 square miles in extent, 
and in tis heart are the ferocious ean 
nibais that Henry M. Stanley startled 
the world by describing. His remark 
able tales were later confirmed by Her 
bert Ward and others. 

In the midst of these cannibals Father 
Lichtenberger lived for eight years, 
labeved with them, trying to civilize 
them. Next sumu.er he will again re- 
turn to spend the rest of his life teach 
ing ‘hem to respect the rights of others 
and to worship something higher thana 
‘wooden image or the noonday sun. 

During the weeks that Father Lich. 
tenberger has spent in St. Louis as a 
guest of Father Holweck of the Church 
of St. Francis de Sales, he made many 
addresses telling of the work that was 
being done by the Catholic Church in 
the darkness of Africa, and of his life 
among the cannibals. He was gather- 
‘ing money to carry out further the 
Chriatianizing of Nigeria. His hearers 
could scarcely belleve the stories he told

Or attend an edu- 
cational meeting.” said Father Lich- 
tenberger to the Sunday Post-Dispatch, 


“the sights 1 witnessed In Nigeria rise 
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Africa. These were in the central part 
of that great Dark Continent, where 
white man had never een. The na- 
tives of Benin, Dahomey and Aros were 
the worst, practicing cannibalism more 
frequently and carrying the atrocities 
to a greater length. 


“There are two kinds of cannibalism 
—one, brought about by warfare be- 
tween neighboring tribes, where the 
vigtorious eat the less fortunate; and 
when onslaughts are made on white 
persons. This is going on all the time 





warfare between the Ngombi and 
Lbangi. They fight with bolos, long 
sword-like knives, and with filnt-lock 
rifles, There is an agreement btween 
the different Europ’ «en countries that no 
inagazine rifles shall be furnished the 
natives, and as a consequence several! 
firms manufacture and export to Africa 
fiint-locks to trade to- the natives A’ 
YOuUnR male is not considered a maneun 
til he has a flint-lock and a bolo. and 
then he becomes a person of some con 
sequence, 

“Over any trivial matter a raid s 
made on a neighboring tribe. Al! those 
who are not killed are taken prisoners 
and must pay the penalty of defeat by) 
being eaten. The wounded are housed 
und given plenty to eat. If it is seen 
that their wounds are of such a nature 
that they will waste away rather than 
fatten, they’ are killed and either eaten 
or thrown into some river to be borne 
away. 

“A very simple method is used to 
keep prisoners from getting away. Two 
heavy logs are placed on the ground. A 
niche ts cut in each: an acvkle is placed 
in one, a piece of iron, or a sharp stone 
ls driven into the wood in such a man- 
ner that the limb ts pinioned, and ev- 
ery move lacerates the wound. The 
wrist is emilarlv fastened and the vic- 
tim fs left out in the sun, his face up- 
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turned, with no way to detend himself 
from flies and insects 


“Preference is given to women as be 
ing the more delectable viands. The 
iheory is that they do not work as much 
as the men and hence the flesh is not Bo 
tough. Effort is always made to Cap- 
ture maidens in warfare; if any ef the 
young chefs wish them for wives, ‘hey

“Old men and women,” said Father

“Many missionaries have met their 
fate at the hands of these savages,”’ 
said Father Lichtenberger, ‘and occa- 
sionally even now have to pay this sac- 
rifice to their loyalty to their religion. 
In earlier tfmes such a disaster was 
not sanconimon. Now the railroads from 
the coast run through districts where 
once misionaries were killed and eaten. 

“IT have seen great stacks of human 
skulis, of viclims eaten, some of whom 
were missionaries. The cannibals like 
to eat a white person more than a col- 
ored native, but since we have partly 
civilized them, those tribes which have 
seen the light are bitter against those 
that offer up missionaries: and, too,

“Strange to say, a captive does not 
usually: make any demonstration when 
his body is being sold to greedy-eyed 
customers. She may look at a native 
iounging in the door of his bamboo hu 
and know that tn a few hours the latter 
will be sitting in the same spot with a 
piece of the spectator’s limb or a slab 
from ber side comfortably munching 
The captive goes willingly to the siaugh-

“fun” in playing queer pranks on 

statues, and in Europe they have 
wrecked statues and monuments to 
show their contempt and hatred for ex- 
isting governments. 

In America, however, student fun with 
statues seld»m ends in anything more 
serious than a futile rage on the part 
of pedagogues. 

In St. Louls, “Carrie Kingsbury,’’ the 
bronze dancing girl at the entrance to 
a West End residence place, has fre- 
quently suffered from that rough play 
students call ‘fun.’’ On one occasion 
‘Carrie’ was draped, and her artistic 
nudity was hidden from the. public 
gaze. Nobody ever proved that it was 
the students who made merry with 
“OCarrie,”” but the people who laughed 
at the pranks thought of no other body 
of young men who could have taken 


S' UDENTS have. always found 


such a lLwerty. 

But ‘Carrie’ has not been alone in 
such persecution; the statues at the 
Hiigh School have ‘ndergone humilia- 
tion at the hands of reveling students. 

In Europe students not only play with 
statues—they make war on them, and 
the results are often serious.

Fines and imprisonment have not 
proved efficacious as a means of 
deterring the ‘‘brutes in human 
form’’ who administer corporal 
punishment on their unfortunatc 
1elpmeets. 

The whipping post has been 
advocated by some, though that 
is admitted to be too barbaric for 
a modern community in the en- 
lightened twentieth century. But 
while the authorities are wres- 
tling with the old problem of how 
to adequately deal with wife- 
beaters and check, if not entirely 
eliminate, that domestic evil, up 
comes the no less important and 
diificult question of how to mete 
out fitting punishment to great, 
big, brawny wives who whip 
tueir timid little liege lords

Perhaps there is no other city in the 
world where such strange exhibitions 
6f marital unhappiness are seen. Per- 
haps, too, there not another place 
whére wives beat their husbands. Pos- 
sibly, however, there are wives i:. every 
big American municipality who pummel 
faces with brawny 
fiats, but the victims, likely, are more 
gallant than the Chicago man and fail 
to’ seek redress through the law: or, 
possibly, the authorities are less keen 
in places outside Chicago at probing 
below surface appearances and digging 
up details in all cases where domestic 
woes are reported to them. 

Since the existence of the marital evil 
it required no eagile-eved sociclogist to 
discover it. The bruised and battered 
hubbies voluntarily visited the police 
stations and demanded protection or re- 
dress. The police officials appealed to 
were in a quandary. They went to the 
Municipal Court judges for advice on 
what course to pursue; the judges had 
no advice to offer, for the law provided 
no remedy for the complaint. The hus- 
bands got neither protection nor redress 
and the epidemic goes on unchecked.

But nobody was ever called upon to 
hate a wife who mauls her spouse. No 
Legislature was ever requested to pass 
af law to punish such a wife, at least 
insofar as the Chicago authorities have 
been able to learn. Consequently, those 
Who are suddenly brought face to face 
with the necessity of finding a remedy 
for the plague of “husband-beating”’ 
are without a precedent to guide them 
and without RKuthority of law to 
With the situation. 

“The husband who falls victim to his 
Wife's fists,”"’ declared W. N. Gemmill, 
ome ef the judges of the Municipal Court 
of Chicago, as a weakling 
and #8 a creature unworthy the name of 
& man. He laughed called a 
ninny and an ‘easy mark’ he 
allows a mere Woman to beat him. And 
the law, which is designed protect 
all citizens with equal zeal and without 
discrimination as to sex or social stand- 
ing, affords nim no relief. It 
punishment for wife-beating 
but it only mocks and laughs at 
husband who ig beaten by his wife.”’ 

The Judge Is Sympathetic. 
dudge Gemmill's sympathy out 
to the downtrodden married man, for 
he has come into personal contact with 
the pomme}led husband.

officials more puzzled than 
how tackle it. Lieutenant Jen- 
who handled the Genosk! case, ad- 
mitted he was “up in the air’ on an 
efficient remedy against the husband- 
beating evil. 

Chere ts really nothing the law can 
do, except make a bluff, as Judge Girten 
did. I’ve been In the South Chicago Po- 
lice District about fifteen years now and 
a. that time I've been dealing with hus- 
band beating wives. It's a fayorite pas- 
time t.ith seme of the women in this 
section of the city. Nearly half the 
complaints lodged at my station are 
based on this charge. 

‘There ian't a night tn the year,” con- 
tinued the veteran policeman, “that we 
are not called on to rescue some un- 
fortunate husband from the clut«h-« of 
his pugilistic wife. Among the 
born women, especially, this 
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for trouncing thetr IMege lords is most 
marked. On more than one occasion 4 
man has been beaten to death by his 
wife in this part of the city. 

“What is mest surprising about the 
whole practice is that the men who suf- 
fer are not always small men physically. 
Frequently the men whe complain of 
having pugilistic, Amazonian wives are 
themselves powerful fellows, and it 
seems strange they weuld stand for a 
beating. Probably they have inherited 
the theery that it is not gallant to 
strike a woman 

‘We leeked up the law a long 
age and found there was nething we 
could de. There is talk now,” continued 
Lieut. Jenkins, with a bread grin, “of 
erganizing a Husband's Pretective As- 
sociation. It would be a geed idea to 
have members ef the asgsectation take 
turns patrolling the streets at night 
Then {it would be an easy matter, if one 
husband was attacked by his wife. for 
a member of the club to shout a signa!

“Another cause—and it is the biggest 
one outside the shifting of -practica: 
farmers from expensive land to cheap 
is the discontent among tie wage-oourn- 
ers of the cities of the Middle States. 
The biggest demand on real estate deal- 
ers. in the Middle West today is for 
small tracts within reach of market. 
The easiest kind of a trade to make 
'« day is city property for farm land. 

“The increased cost of living, out of 
proportion to the inerease in Wages: 
the socialistic propaganda, which is en- 
abling men to weigh scientifically th 
cause and effect of industrial con |'- 
tions; the realization that, as long as a 
man must stay in the producing class 
he would better arrange it so that the 
sreater share of his product may bene- 
fit himself; the awakening of the man- 
hood in men—all these tend to call them 
pack to the ground. 


Coming Into Their Own. 

“*A quarter section and _ independ- 
ence’ is the cry of the shop-worn, sham- 
bles-wasted tolilers who are at last be- 
ginning to come into their own. It’s a 
big thing for the muscle and the nerve 
of this country. It will do more toward 
Solving the labor question than unions 
and associations; it will breed a new 
race out on the prairies; it will cut down 
the output of spindle-shanked, sallow, 
anemic children.’’ 

The men who are developing the 
southwest come mainly from the Middle 
States east of the Mississippi River, and 
from Iowa, Kansas and Nebraska on 
the west. For the most part they have 
been pioneers in the communities they 
leave who have profited by acqulring 
cheap lands. These lands they have 
farmed and improved and grown com- 
furtably rich from, and at tast they have 
sold them for big prices to the overflow 
Irom the East. 

To such men as these and their sons, 
coming into the Southwest, land at from 
$10 to $2 an acre is cheAp, and thes 
have the adventurous spirit and the tried 
courage for facing a new country and 
hewing it Into shape, together with the 
restless desire to be always crowding 
on. 

The effect this remarkable influ: of 
people is having upon the Southwest is 
told of in the magazine as follows 

“Modern methods tn empire building 
have caused vast changes in Texas dur- 
ing the past two years. The biggest 
(attic ranches In the State have been 
cut up and sold, or are being sold, and 
hundreds of comparatively big ones 
which remd@in are being surveved and 
staked. The farmer is coming. and the 
day of the longhorn ta past 

aie “ace of the leau-flanked ateer is 
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found the complacent white-face,: round 
and comely sand sleek; in place of the 
belted, ammunition weighted cowboy, 
the bland German farmer who raises 
Bermuda onions on the shores of 
Rio Grande. A _ recent journey 
Amarillo to El Paso, from El! Paso to 
Nueces Bay, did not discover a man who 
wore his weapons in sight.” 


Soupthwestern “Truck Patch.” 

The whole Southwest is changing, fast. 
In the Panhandle, the cattleman has 
given place to the cattle raiser (a sig- 
nificant distinction in Texas), and in the 
southwest gulf coast country the truck- 
gurdener has pushed him out of the 
piain entirely, or driven him, by virtue 
of example, to put his hand to the. plow. 

In Texas a “truck patch” is any kind 
of a farm not devoted to cotton. It 
may comprise five acres or five thou- 
sand, but unless it grows cotton it is a 
truck patch, just the same 

There is here none of the slow de- 
velopment that characterized the old 
West. Oklahoma has accomplished in 
ee yvedars what it took Kansas 40 to at 
tain.’ In the first place, these modern 
frontiersmen generally have the rail 
road to carry them to their new homes. 
Then it transports their machinery and 
goods to them; and it carries away their 
first crop. 

No need to stint the output because of 
lack of market. The land may be urged 
to its greatest capacity from the verv 
start; there is the market, north and 
southeast and east, calling for a}] that 
the new land can give it; there js the 
new railroad, panting to carry the riches 
away. AS a result, prosperity sits at 
the table with the colonists of the 
Southwest from the beginning. You wil! 
find a bank in many a town where there 
is neither a saloon nor a church 

The greatest, the most startling 
changes in Texas have been wrought 
in the Panhandle country. The Bast-

The Panhandle country fs in the ex- 


treme northern part of Texas. The 
boom there has been repeated in 
the gulf coast country around Corpus 
Christ! and Brownsville.

“Along the southwest: rn gulf coast 
of Texas, another lodging place for 
northern t!mmigrants, a marvelous 
transformation Is going forward. This 
region is becoming the winter garden 
of the North and East, and an indue- 
try, unique for Texas, is crowing up 
there with astonishing rap! lity. There 
the truck-gardener has, indeed, 
pushed the cattleman out of sight. 
Not much remains of him now, save 
the names of his ranches, which are 
being parceled out at an average of 
$25 an acre to enegetic incomers from 
the North. 

The Sudden. Awakening. 

“The southwestern gulf coast was 
nee believed to be as unbearable as 
the Panhandle. owing to a atinted 
rainfall It was a grazine country. 
some of the big ranches of Texas 
were there, among them the King 
ranch, through which it was possible 
to ride 40 miles in a atraight line. The 
herbage was indifferent. from seven 
to ten acres being reauired to main- 
tain a steer. Land was cheap, almost 
too cheap to bother about at all, until 
someone tried Irrigating a little patch 
of ground The awakening was vio- 
lent and sudden. 

‘Three years ago a bit of railroad, 
with a name almost as iong as its 
main line—the St. Louls, Brownesviile 
& Mexico, it ts called-——waa finished 
between Brownsville and Corpus 
Christt, being the first section of the

(Crest 
plantation companies are being organ- 
ized. and the most extensive irrigation 
works on this continent are under proc- 
ess of construction in the Rilo Grande 
Valley. Refinertes are springing up 
there, and the companies building them 
are offering every inducement and as- 
sistance to tndustrious men of small 
means to come tn and begin producing 
cane. The poor man’s chance lies dows 
there today on the Texas frontier.” 

The city of Houston has been called 
the. rice bin and sugar bow! of the 
world. The Government has demon- 
strated that tobacco of a flavor equal 
to that of the best Cuban leaf willl grow 
in Texas. And already there are large 
tea plantations. 

Mr. Ogden winds up his article with 
this: 

“Just a Nttle while and the journey 
frem sea to sea will be one unbroken 
picture of oultivated lands. Even now 
almost every mountain glade has ite 
tenant, almost every mountain stream 
pours out its waters upon some green 
spot: where the far-blowing seed of 6 
crowding, restless race has lodged.”

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HE muckraker has now gone 
into art. We are familiar 
with the work of the 

muckraker in literature, in po- 
etry, in the drama and in the 
magazine and newspaper fields. 
Through these mediums the busy 
muckraker has pictured for us 
the seamy side of finance, poli- 
tics, business and the social life. 

And now comes the artist 
muckraker to paint for us with 
brush and canvas the Rem- 
brandtesque pictures of the vic- 
tims of ‘‘the human struggle.’’ 

St. Louis gives to the world 
this first artist muckraker. He 
will have imitators, many of 
them, as there have been whole 
schools of poetic and _ literary 
muckrakers, but the first of them 
is Eugene Higgins of St. Louis. 


HIS new kind of muckraker gives 
T us a gloomy, soul-haunting picture 
ef the social abyss. 
lie is a Gorky tn paint, a Steffens, 
a Lawson, a Markham with brush and 
palette Instead of pen and ink pot. 
The whole world has read much. an-l 
has seemed to enjoy what the literary 
muokrakers have written for us. Lincola 
Actiens, Charles KE. Russell and Cleve- 
' lend Moffett have given us pen pictures 
of the underworld, the grafting hordes 
in political life. Their “Crimes of the 
Cities’’ anw# of national, State and mu- 
nicipal legislative bodies have startied 
‘he world. 
ida Tarbell, Thomas W. Lawson, Sam- 
vel Hopkina and Upton Binclair have 
painted tn Ink the tragedies of the buat- 
ness struggle for supremacy, the jeal- 
vustes, the fights to the death, the ter- 
~'ble suffer.age of those who fail in the 











war for business. They have shown us 
the soulless juggernaut of industry and 
commerce moving relentlessly upon Its 
way, and we have shuddered at the 
crunching bones of the victims. 

Maxim Gorky and Jack London heve 
written for us powerful descr.ptions of 
outcast, broken and desolate human be- 
ings. Edwin Markham, in his “Man 
With the Hoe,” has done tn poetry the 
human borne down, everwhelmed with 
poverty. Hearst is the picturesque 
muckracker of journalism. 

These are the master muckrakers of 
the literary world. They had thousands 
of imitators and followers. Their work 
caused the beginning of a new epoch, 
the era ef investigation, of exposure, of 
reform. The great wave of reform !n 
temperance and Sabbath observance that 
is sweeping the country ifs laid to the 
work of these muckrakers. The nation- 
al movement for a higher morale in 
business is attributed to them, too. 


The Dréten and the Damned. 

Out ef their work came the various 
legislative investigations that have prob- 
ed into affairs of the big business cor- 
porations. And even the late financial 
stringency is laid to the door of the 
literary muckraker. 

And now this same kind of pictures 
that fascinated the world when done in 
print ts being done in paint. Eugene 
Higgins ts giving us in oll the figures 
of the @rfven and the damned. He is 
giving us the pathos ef street and hove) 
and morgue. He is portraying for us 
on canvas the pathetic, the ruined. the 
despised and rejected of humanity.

But no matter how many imitators 
Higgins may have, he will always be 
the master. His paintings have already 
attracted wide notice and great men of 
art everywhere are praising them and 
wondering at the skill of the new mas- 
ter. 

John Spargo wrote recently of the 

work of Higgins. He says: 
, “One night as I sat in a New York 
cafe with a group of friends one of 
them pulled from his pocket some worn 
and tattered pages of a French maga- 
zine containing some poor reproductions 
of some powerful pictures of outcast 
men and women, which exercised a 
wonderful fascination ever our little 
group. All that we ceuld learn about 
them was that the pages we saw were 
part of an entire issue of the maga- 
zine devoted to the work of the artist, 
an unknown, mysterious painter named 
Higgins—Fugene Higgins. The pictures 
took irresistible hold of my thoughts 
and fancy: their greatness manifested 
itself despite the poor paper and engrav- 
ing, dominating everything. 


Pictures Are Powerful. 


“After that everywhere I went among 
artists and students of art I made 
vain attempts to learn something about 
the pictures and the man who painted 
them. Eugene Higgins became a man 
of mystery and his work semething be- 
longing to the world of legend and ro- 
mance.”’ 

Spargo tells how at last he found this 
“Painter of the weirdly great Les Mis- 
erables,”’ In his studio in New York. 
There he saw for the first time the 
paintings themselves. He says of them: 

“Even in the poor lamplight of the 
studio, the power of these pictures was 
incontestable. Since then I have got to 
know the artist and his work more fa- 
millarly, and I know that this painter 
is a genius of the first order, worthy to

Once, when the papers were filled 
with long accounts of Maxim Gorky, 
some friends of Higgins in St. Louls 
were earnestiy advising him to give uP 
painting the types of failure and misery 
and turn to “more cheerful and pleas- 
ing’’ subjects. Wrathfully he snatched 
away the canvas he was sivwing and 
exclaimed, “I am not painting for you! 
You do not understand. [ am painting 
for men like Gorky, men who can feel 
and know!” It ts a matter for deep re- 
great that the painter and the writer 
did not meet during the latter's stay in 
America. 

“The question hms been raised whether 
such subjects Mr. Higgins chooses 
are suited te the medium of canvas and 
paint, or whether they do not belong 
rather to literature. It is an old and 
interesting question, one that has con- 
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fronted/every artist who his chesen un- 
usual themes or treated old themes in 
an unusual Michael Angelo an- 
ewered it way, in our time 
have Millet and Meunier answered it 
each ir his own way. So Higg is an- 
swers the question for himself: ‘“‘Thev 
who say that these gloomy pictures of 
mine do net please the eye, but hurt b) 
their realistic representations of misery 
and woe, and are net beautiful, missing 
thereby the two functions of art," said 
the artist, “are correct enough from 
one point ef view. They weuld limit the 
sphere of art to the things which min- 
ister to selfish destres and to things 
which are pretty merely, having no 
real concept ef the beauttful. 

“Take this eld man by the wall sur- 
rounded by shadows; because he was 
picturesque I painted him, but I had 
to first know and understand his kind.

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Many a man whose cleverness I highly 
respect would have painted him as a 
man in rags, moving along by a wall— 
that and nothing more. And the col- 
ored result, an. exercise in technique, 
would be put forth as the picture of an 
outeast without a hint of the very defi- 
vate form and movement of the real out- 
cast. To me it is a simple matter to see 
that the fault of the most modern paint- 
ing and sculpture is that it shows a 
lack of thinking and feeling; that the 
artists themselves are merely clever 
workmen—in spite of all the nonsense 
one hears and reads about their artistic 
abilities, written by critics as super- 
ficial as themselves. 


Prefers Outcasts to Dandies. 

“Tf Y prefer to paint outcasts rather 
than dandies In drawing rooms, sfmply 
because they interest me. #reatly while 
the dandies interest me not at all, that 
ig no concern to anyone but myself so 
long as I do not throw mud at the out- 
casts as 80 many have done.” 

Spargo, commenting upen the paint- 
ings by Higgins which are reproduced 
here, says: 

“Of course, the pictures lose something 
of their power when reproduced in 
black and white, the coloring of the 
originals being ne small element of 
their strength. Doubtless the tragic 
nature of most of them, the Intensity 
with which they reveal these awful 
social facts which lacerate the soul, 
make them undesirable for the constant 
associations of home decoration in the 
manv who will readily admit 
their greatness. They are, many of 
therm. better fitted for public exhibitions 
and galleries, and the pitv of it Is that 
tin thie country eas yet there fs little or 
no evidence of an fncination on the 
part of the custodians of our public art 
to seek out struggling genius and en- 
courage it. There are some few of the 
artist's pictures, however, which do not 
suffer from this limitation—scenes of 
lowly domestic life full of sympathy 
and appealing tenderness.” 


Influence of Two Masters. 

Mr. Higgins ts an Irish-American ana 
was born in Kansas City 3 years ago. 
When he was a iad of 12 or thereabouts 
an article on Millet, tllustrated by 
sketches which the great artist used to 
Graw for his children with «a burnt 
match, gave him his first impulse te be 
a painter. The influence of Millet upon 
his work has been profound and far- 
reaching~—indeed, Millet and Victer Hu- 
go have largely molded his entire life. | 
So great was the Influence of “Lesa Mis-/ 
erables”’ upon him that for years h 
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Was accustomed to regard himself as 
the actual personification of Jean Val- 
jean. 

At 16 years of age he entered the Art 
School in St. Louls, remaining only one 
season. He says that he.could learn 
nothing here, but In the light of his ex- 
perience in Parig later on it may be 
conjectured that he was too impatient 
to submit to the long and hard drudg- 
ery of learning the elements of drawing. 
Be that as it may, he left the school 
and started to paint on his own accovtnt, 
his first painting being, characteristic- 
ally, a picture called “The Tramp.” 

Big canvases he painted—and still big- 
ger themes. He tells with a good deal 
of guste of an immense canvas devoted 
to the theme of “Human Evolution”’—

Breshk«vskaja spent 
three months quietly making her p!ans, 
then she got the remnants of the ‘old 
zuard’’ together and sent them out 
among the people, This “war the birth 
of the Social Revolutionary party.

Breshkovskaja was the mother of it, 
and she soon made it a power in the 
land. She organized it in every town 
in European Russia; she set up ‘un- 
derground” printing offices and dissem- 
inated millions of “‘seditious’’ pamphlets.

AR above our heads and deep down beneatl 

our feet toil the men who are building tl« 

new St. Louis, the city of tall strucjures 
that scrape the ciouds. For these buildings which 
tower aloft there must be deep and firm founda- 
tions. And down, far beneath the street levels, 
men are burrowing to bed rock. We cannot see 
them at work, but we can see the rivers of soft 
concrete pouring from great revolving machines 
into shafts that reach down into darkness, and 
the great buckets of clay and blasted rock that 
come up out of the same caverns. 

But the spectacular part of the work goes on 
in plain sight high up in the air, among the 
forests of iron beams and girders. From out this 
maze of steel beams comes the rattling whirr of 
the “woodpecker riveting machine’ an ingenious 
contrivance that does the work of many men. 
This machine his a voracious maw. And its food 
is red-hot rivets. 

Looking up into the shadows of one of these 
great buildings of steel you see streams of red- 
fire shooting here and there like the flight of 
Juminous meteors. Those are the streams of red 
hot rivets going from the heating forge to the 
rivet machine. 

Up there, hundreds of fect above the sidewalks, 
A man sits astride a beam and catches the rivets 
in a bucket, and pass°s them on to the machine. 
The heated rivets shoot at him like bullets from 
a gatling gun, but he never misses one. It is his 
business not to miss one. 

Haste is everyth ng in rushing these buildings 
toward the clouds and only men with skill are 
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used. And s0 ule man with the bucket must 
catch all the rivets that are aimed at him. 

The rivets are hoisted up from the ground in 
kegs and placed upon a small platform of planks 
that has-been laid across two beams, Upon this 
temporary platform the forre has Been set up. 

When a keg of ivets reathes the forge it is 
broken oper with a sledge and the rivets are 
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aqumped out upon the floor and «cope. up by the 
shovelful and put into the fire of the forge, the 
flame of. which is fed by a bellows. As fast as 
the rivets become red-hot they are picked out 
of the fire by a man with a pair of tongs. 

This man with the tongs has beeome very 
expert from long practice. Grasping a hot rivet 
in the tongs he quickly gives it a swing and 











throws the rivet at the man with the bucket who 
may be sitting anywhere from ten to 100 feet 
away. Across the space, through the air, flies 
the red-hot rivet, traveling in a graceful curve 
and always it is caught in the bucket. Faster 
almost than a man could count them the rivets 
fly through the air, and crowds upon the streets 
below stand and crane their necks to see the 





wonderful sight. 

The riveter is an ingenious machiae, is work- 
ed by compressed air. The heated rivet is first 
put through the hole intended for it. Then a. 
man upon ond side of the hole bears firmly 
against the head of the rivet and another man 
puts the riveting machine against the other end 
of it and sets the machinery in motion. A series 
of rapid knocks like blows of a hammer are 
delivered against the hot rivet and in a moment 
it is firmly “headed.” 

Almost everywhere in St. Louis this is going — 
on. There is scarcely a point in the business 
district where one can get beyond reach of the 
vibrant rattle of the riveter. | 

The concrete mixing machine is another in- 
genious invention which does the Work of many 
men. It is a large cylinder of steel which tapers 
down to a point at one end a a sort of 
funnel-shaped opening at the gjher. Into the 
funnel end the dry cement, broken rock and water 
are poured at once in proper quantities. Thé 
mixer revolves and knife-like ribs inside stir 
and mix the concrete thoroughly. When mixed 
just right it pours from the small end of the 
machine into wheelbarrows or directly into the 
space to be filled. 

Thomas A Edison has predicted that the time 
is not far away when all buildings will be 
made of concrete poured into a mold. Already 
some large buildings in St. Louis are being made 
upon that plan. 

It is one of the outward signs of the prosperity 
of St. Louis. These new buildings mounting high 
up info the sky are to house the businesses that 
are growing here and reaching out*over the whole 
Southwest. This is, and will ever be the metro- 
polis of that great Southwest into which a mil- 
lion new settlers a year are pouring. :
